The war office publishes the follow- 
ing despatch {rom Lord’ Roberts 
dated Bloemfontein April 26. Gen. 
Hamilton yesterday drove the enemy 
off a strong position ut Israel’s Pvort 
by a weli conceived turning movement, 
which was admirably carried out by 
Generals Ridley, Commander of the 
second mounted infantry brigade, and 
Gen. Cmith-Corrien, commanding the 
16th brigade. These troops are to-day 
advaneing towatds Thaba N’Chu. 
Our iesses were slight, only one yet 
repotted. Major Marshall of Gra- 
hamstowp mounted rifles, severely 
wounded in the shoulder. * 

The Bloemfontein correspondent of 
the Standard, telegraphing Thurs- 
day, says: : 

Gen. Hamilton with mounted in- 
fantry. naval guns and a_ honitzer 
battery advanced from the waterworks 
in the direction of Thaka N’Chu. A 
large torce of infantry supported him. 
He met with ao opposition and the 
mounted infantry occupied a position 
dominating the Ladybrand district. 

The Bleemfontein correspondent of 
the Daily Tet=graph'- under Wednes- 
day’s date says a company of mount- 
ed infantry entered the high' moun- 
tain plateau of Thaba N’Chu, almost 
without opposition. As Thaba N’Cha 
is a natural fortress that must mean 
that the Boers have practic. lly thrown 
up the sponge in this section of the 
rountry. If tthe force presses into 
Ladybrand the whole country south of 
that point, and in line with Bloemfon- 
tein, wil be completely in our hands. 
One difficurty is that many pf the 
Boars forming the commandos, immed- 
iately on findimg themselves beaten, 
will retreat to their farms and re-

The fire 
erozsed to Ctlawa in the afternoon 
and took held among the lumber piles 
on the bank of the river and extended 
to the lumber yards and mills. The 
result is that ihe whole of that part| of 
Ottawa, known as Chaudiere flats, sur- 
rounding the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way depot, where the lumber mills are 
located, is fire swept. The onty build- 
ing standing in the whole area ts that 
of the Ottawa carbide factory which 
is newiy erected and fire proof. From 
the flats the fire extended across the 
Richmond road on to Rochesterville, 
and as fac as the experimental farm. 
Westerly ‘the fire took its way to Hin- 
tonburg and Mechanicsville. So that 
oa-the Ottawa side of the river there 
is a larger area covered by fire than 
on ithe Hull side. It is esiimated that 
ait the present time the number of;pec- 
pie homeless is somewhere between 
12099 and 15,000. The government 
has ziven the drill hall and the ‘large 
city exhibition buildings to accommo- 
dats the unfortunate sufferers. All the 
institutions in the city which have 
any accommodation at all have lent 
a hand to aid the distressed. The only 
indrstry left standing in Hull is the 
Gilmour & Hughson Jumber mills at 
the extreme east and beyond the city 
limits near Gatneaw point and it is 
still in danger. The large Roman 
Catholic cathedrai is still standing, 
but the flames are surrounding jt. 
Nothing can be dune to stop the fire. 
It simply has got io burn itself out 
te the waier’s edge. The Huil lum- 
ber company’s mi}ls, and E. B. Eddy’s 
mitch aXd PaPer factoriegas Well as his 
residence are all im ruins, as welk ‘ws 
the inter provincial bridze, which 
connects the city cf Ottawa with that 
of full. Coming to the Ottawa side 
of the river the loss is still greater. 
There were for instance, the Bronson 
and (Western Lumbec Company’s 

mills, J. R. Booth’s lumber mills, the 
McKay Milling company, the Ottawa 
electrical raiiway power house, Mar- 
tin & Warnock’s mills, the Victoria 
foundry,the Ottawa saw works, the 
Otiawa specialty company, FParr’s 
planing miils and several other indus- 
tries, ali of which are in askes.. There 
are also some fine residences includ- 
ed in this area. That of J. R. Booth 
alone was estimated at $190,000. Then 
there is the residence ef his son-in-law, 
A. W. Fleck, close beisde. Hon. Geo. 
FE. Foster’s residence was in the same 
locality. Levi Rannell, manageq for 
Mr. Bronson and Mr. Parr, d& the 
Parr’s mill, had two beautiful hcuses, 
of which they were not able to take 
apything so quickly did the flames 

extend to them. As soon as the mem- 
bers of the government saw that the 
fire was so disastrous Hon. James 
Sutherland, the acting minister of 
public works telegrapiied io Montreal, 
Peterboro and Brockville for appli- 
ances and ali assistance that could be 
sent, but.these, although they arriv- 
ed speediiy were of uo avail. They 
couid not stop the ravages of the fire, 
which tapped over whole blocks and 
broke out in ail directions. The Can- 
adian Pacific railway! depot, which’ fs: 
on the Chaudiere flats, was one of ‘the 
first buildings to go, as it was'a wood- 
en structure. The large cliff, which 
extends from the Ottawa river back 
by Christ church and St. Jean Bap- 
tiste church, on the Rochesterville 
road was the only thing which stscpped 
the whole city of Ottawa from becom- 
ing a ,rey to the fire. Shortly after 

noon the wind, which was blowing 
previously in a northwesterly direc- 
tion, chanzed to a southeasterly di- 
rection and in this way what remains 
of Ottawa was saved. It is almost 
idle to talk of losses; But a moderate 
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calculation wouid be somewhere be- 
tween $10,020,000. and $20,000 000. 

April 26, 10 p. m. ; 

In Hull the fire appears to have 
about burned itself out and it 1s mot 
likely to spread much more. It has 
burnt all the lumber piles up to the 
Roman Catholic cathederal, which will 
be saved. In Ottawa the fire is stiil 
burning to the south towards St. Louis 
dam, but rot likely to spread any fur- 
ther east. St. Louis dam is in the 
southwest part of the city toward the 
experimental farm. The fire has 
spread two miles in the city. 

April 26, midnight. 

Three ‘people, at least, have lost their 
lives, Mrs. Cook wife of one of Eddy's 
foremen, was caught in a shed and 
burned in the sight of many feople. 
It is feared that other bodies will be 
diseovered when the ruins are search- 
ed. The sufferings of ‘the homeless 
people in Hull is awful to-night; few 
of them have ary clothing and every 
bakery but one was burned. The peo- 
ple are hungry as well as homeless. 
At midnight the fire is still raging. 
The Honse has adjourned until Tues- 
day owins to the conflagration’ ¢p- 
setting business in Ottawa and the 
loss of electric lights caused by de- 
struction of ths plant!- Dr. Borden 
gave orders to call out the militia to 
render assistance.

Expenditure 

The expenditure chargeable to con- 
polidated fund for the vear was $1I1,- 
$03,509 or an increase of $3,070,974 over 
the previous year. 

The principal increase is in the in- 
terest on the public debt, in which } 
connection we had to pay a fu'lyear’s 
interest on our 21-2 per cent loan 
against a half year’s inierest in the 
Erevious year. 

In legislation we had to provide for 
the plebiscite; in militia we had td(pro- 
vide for the Yukon contingent  ex- 
penses and the expenditure on annua! 
drill; in pubiic works we had to 4prc- 
vide for additionai dredging plant 
and »umerous repairs and satensive 
additions ic these works; “4 our ocean 
and river services we had to provide 
for the cost of a new steamer. We 
had also to provide for expenditure in 
the Yukon Territory which was ab- 
sclutely necessary, and as hon. genile- 
men know our government railway3 
are being developed to a considerable 
extent, but our expendituré in that 
connection is a profitable expenditure, 
as it is the cause of increased earnings 
on the Iniercolonial. 

We had, therefore, a revenue for the 
year 1898-9 of $46,741,249, and an ex- 
pense for the same year of $41,903,500, 
so that we closed the year witha ‘sur- 
rlus cf $4,837,749.

Then, we have this 
year some services of an exceptional 
character, which we are proud to men- 
tion, a service whieh is net for our- 
ssives, but for the empire and for fhe 
maintenance of our troops-in Africa. 
Still I am cf the opinion, that during 
this current year we will pay all tthe 
liberal outlay on ordinary account 
that hon. gentiemen opposite talk of 
we will pay. all the capital 
charges we occasionally hear about; 
we will pay all the railway subsidi¢s; 
we will pay every dollar of the expend- 
iture required to the Ist of Juiy for 
our services in South Africa—and at 
the end of the year, we shall not have 
added one dollar to the public debt.

Forecast for next year 
I do‘nct think it necessary at pres- 
ent to ge into ahy speculation as ,to 


th finances of next year further than 


to say this, that great as have been 
the progress and prosperity of Canada 
dering the past two or three years, 
we have no reason to believe that' there 
is going to be any early check to that 
prosperity. I do not think it is rea- 
sonable for us to look forward toja 
continued ‘period of such prosperity as 
we have had. As I ventured to re- 
mark on a previous occasion, the pen- 
dulum that swings one way may some 
day swing back, and it is always well 
we should keep that in mind. But sa 
far as we can see now, there is ‘no 
break in the cloud; there is every rea- 
son to believe that the next fiscal year 
will be one of prosperity in Canada and 
that we will come out of it'at the close 
with a good financial statement. 
Comparison of Trade. 


I want to submit a statement of the 
total trade of Canada for different 
periods. There are various ways of 
measuring the prosperity of the coun- 
try; the population is one, the value 
of land is another, and the total tirade 
is another. I thiiik we can appeal to 
every one of these to prove that-Can- 
ada is prospering to an unprecedented 
degree to-day. I speak particularly of 
the statement of the total trade. I 
shal] divide the statement into three 
periods, beginning with the period 
from 1858 to 1878, which I may (de- 
seribe as a low tariff period. There 
was a conservative gcovernment in

enue tariff. K find that the totai 
trade in 1868 was $131,027,532; in 1878, 
$172,405,454, an increase in ten years, 
in the low tariff period, of $45,377,922, 
the percentage of increase in the ten 
years being 31.58 per cent and the 
average annual increase $3,761,627. 
we come to the period from 1878 ‘to 

1896. The total trade in 1878 was 
$172,405,454, and in 1896, it was $239,~ 
025,360. The increase in eighteen 

years was $56,619,906, the percentage 
of increase 

38:64, 


$82,635,853, against an increase of 
$56,000,000 in the whoie sighteen years 
of the national policy. The average 
alnual increase in this present period 
has been $27,545,284, against an 
average annual increase of $3,701,000 
in the period of the nationai policy. 
The percentage of increase in our three 
years is 34:57, as against 38;64 in ‘the 
eighteen years of the national policy. 
Wo have a statement of our trade for 
the eight months of the current year, 
and I shall present an approximate 
estimate for the remaining four 
months. Ii our trade for the coming 
four months keep pace with the pro- 
gress of the last eight months, we 
would then have the increase for the 
four years over 1896 at $135,227,247. 
The average annual increase for the 
four ‘years would be $33,806,811, again- 
st an average annual increase of §3,- 
701,000 in the days of the national 
policy. The percentage of increase in 
the four years would be 56:57, as again- 
st alpercentage of 38:64 in the eighteen 
years of ‘the national policy. Now, 
converting this into a statement of 
the annual increase, we find that in 
the o'd tariff period fromi868 to 
1878, the total trade increas- 
ed 3:15 per cent, and from 1878 €o 
1896, it increased 2:14 per cent. 
There was a lower rate of increase 
of trade under the national policy 
than there was under the old Macdon- 
ald-Mackenzie tariff. From 1896 to 
1899, the annual increase is 11:52 per 
cent, as against 2:14 per cent in the 
days of tne naticnal policy. If we 
take the eight months actual figures 
o# th {present year, and the four 
months estimate, we will find that the 
annual increase in the current year 
is 14:14 per cent, as against 2;14. per 
cent in the days of the national’folicy. 
The increase for the four years over 
1896 is estimated at $139,227,247, 
Compared with Unitei States. 

The domestic exports of the United 
States in 1898 were 1§$6.05 per head, 
and those of Canada in the same\year 
amounted to $27.54 per ‘head. 

The total foreign trade af the Unit- 
ed Staites in 1898 was $24.69 per thead 
and that of Canada $56.29 per head.

The domestic exports of the United 
States in that year were $15:844 per 
head and of Canada $25.85 per head. 
The total foreign trade of the United 
States in 1899 amounted to $25.31 per 
head, and that of Canada to $58.90 per 
head. ; 

Redaction in Duty. 

I have here a statement prepared in 
customs department, showing the 
imports for consumption during the 
fiseal year of 1898-9 to be $154,051,593, 
on which the duty collected amounted 
to $25,734,228.75. This, however in- 
cludes the sum of $38,384.69, which was 
collected in the year 1897-8, but not 
credited to the receiver-zereral until 
1898-9. The value of the importations 
upon pwhich this sum was paid byway 
of duty is net included in the total 
value of imports for consumption for 
1898-9, nor was it inciuded im the pres 
vious ‘year. It should, therefore, be 
deducted in striking the average ad. 
valorem rate of duty on last year’s 
imports. 

The sum of $54,109.84 was refunded 
ander the preferential ‘tariff on 
importations of last year and it should 
therefore, also be deducted in strik- 
ing the average ad valorem ratej The 
goods covered by such amount refund- 
ed were originally entered under the 
general tariff owing to absence of 
necessary: certificates of origin. On

Now, 2:02 may strike seme persons as 
a very small reduction, butt it is:a very 
substantial reduction if you look at 
it in the right way. It is eqnivaent 
to a reduction of 101-2c per cent. off 
the total duties. And if you convert 
it into dollars, you will find that if the 
old tariff had been in operation and 
imposed upon the importations 
which I have referred, the duty which 
the people would have been obliged 
to pay would have heen $3,017,000 more 
than they actually paid. 

As Sir Charies first saw the present’Tariff. 
May I be permitted to read again the 
words of ths leader of the opposition 
on the tariff of 1897: 

The result is that this tariff goes 
into operation and the hon. gentleman 
knows that the industries of this coun- 
try are already paralyzed in conse- 
quence, while hon. members gloat over 
the destruction of Canadian industries. 
I was reading the wail, the sorrowful 
wail, of those industries in the Mon- 
tieal “Gazette,” where one manufact- 
urer after another, déclared that those 
industries wsre ruined, that their 
mills must clese, and that they! patw 
staring them in the face a return to 
the deplorable state of things thai ex- 
isted when the hon. gentleman who 
last addressed the House was in char- 
ge of the fiscal policy of this country. 
I say that a deeper wrong was mever 
inflicted upon Canada.

I feel that so far from rejoicing ait 
it from a party standpoint, I deplore 
from the bettom of my; heart the ruin 
that is going to be inflicted upon tthe 
best interests of Canada and upon its 
great industries. Still. I unhesitat- 
ingly say that, fromi eguriy point of 
view, the hon. gentlemen are doing 
our work; they are showing the peo- 
ple of this country that no reliance 
can be placed upon the most solemn 
declarations that they make either in 
the (House or cut of it; they are show- 
ing the people of this country. that, 
having obtained power, which was all 
they wished) for, they are now prepar- 
ed to abuse that power at a cost of a 
sacrifice of the industries of Canada. 
Iz it the National Poticy 7? 

If, in the face of all I have Shown 
him, (Sir Charles Tupper); if, in the. 
face of duties reduced from over 50 
per cent. to 25 and 26 per cent; ‘if, in 
the face of 140 items in the general 
tariff reduced; if in the face cf ithe /25 
per cent. reduction under the prefer- 
ential tariff: if, in the face of all light 
and ali reason, he insists vpon saying 
that this is the old national policy; 
then, I can only borrow the remark 
of the minister of customs (Mr. Pat- 
erson), and say that if this is the na- 
tional policy, then the pecple of Can- 
ada will say: Better leave it in the 
hands of men, like the present govern- 
ment, who can get some good out ti 
it, than to put it into the hands i 
them, who, though they claim to have 
invented the machine, evidently ney- 
er knew how to manage it. P 
Canadian offer of Free Trade with Trinidad. 

In view of your recent represenita- 
tions, if details can be satisfactorily 
arranged, Dominion governmtnt agree, 
subject to approval of Dominion par- 
liament, free interchonge of products 
Trinidad and Dominion of Canada, ex- 
cept spirituous iquors and tobacco. 
Goods to be carried direct per ships 
between British West Indies and Do- 
minion of Canada. Detailed lists of 
special articles comprising prinzipal 
products of Trinidad and Dominion of 
Canada to be made, on. which the idut- 
ies against ciher countries remain the 
same as present rates in Trinidad and 
Dominion of Canada, or not to bej,made 
ander minimum rates, to be fixed in 
accordance with agreement.

ack for changes. If, in the United 
States there had been manifested any 


tions with! us, I am ‘stire there would 
be a very strong demand for many jeo- 
ple in Canada for reductions in the 
tariff on American products. But, our 
American neighbors feel it to be their 
duty, and they feel it to be consistent 
with’ their best interests aot to en- 
courage closer trade relations with 
Oanada. And while they take that 
position, we do not think the moment 
is favorable for making reductions up- 
on articles which are produced in the 
United States. 

The British Preference. 

Hon. gentlemen opposite have their 
own. view of preferential trade, 
and though we may not agree with 
it we must at least have a clear un- 
derstanding of what it is, and why it 
is that we are unable to agree with - 
them. These gentlemen opposite have 
made one thing very ciear, and that 
is, that they -have fallen ‘back fo the 
old ground which they occupied years 
ago; that ground which declared that 
no concession of any kind shcu!d 
made to oar mother country unless the 
mother couutry would give us dollar 
for dollar and cent for cent. Whai- 
ever differenve there may be between 


us, there is no diiference on the point, 
that that is the policy of the conser- 
vative party, as fed by my hon. friend 
(Sir Charles Tupper). Well, Canada 
has had experience of that policy, For 
yexrs that policy was promulgated on 
the floor of this House and through- 
out the country. The desire for pre- 
ferential trade was not born yester- 
day, mor even in 1897. There was 
something in the thought which ape 
pealed to the heart of every Britisher, 
and hon. gentlemen opposite realizing 
that Tact, repeatedly brought the 
questioa up for discussion. Why ad 
they never make any progress; why 
did their every step meet with failure? 
It was siinply and soleiy because they 
asked that which was impossible. They 
found the Belgian and German treaties 
an insuperable . difficulty. * * * 
Day after day and year after year, 
speeches were made and conferences 
were heid, and resolutions were pass- 
ed asking that-these obstacles be ‘re- 
moved, but they were never removed, 
and why? It was because hon. gentle- 
m2n opposite and ail who agreed with 
them on that subject, insisted upon 
asking things that were at the time, 
and even now are impossible. Eng- 
land was asked to give up her most 
cherished principles of her modern fis- 
cal system. * * * And so when the 
chinge of government in Canada came 
in 1896, the Belgian and German trea- 
ti s were no nearer denunciation than 
they had been at any previous time. 
* * * We thought, Sir, that the 
true policy was to cease demanding 
impossible conditions from England. 
We thought that inasmuch as Eng- 
land had for generations aided Canada 
whenever it was necessary, that she 
hid given us the pr-tection of her flag, 
that she had done everything for us 
that we required, and had admitted 
our products free to her market; we 
thought it right that we should meet 
hsr in the same generous spirit and 
say: Inasmuch as you have done all 
these things for us®we wiil give <you 
this preference free without any con- 
ditions, and we will take our chances 
o° getting a return. The Belgian and 
German treaties stood in the way. Of 
course we knew that. The leader of 
the opposition has occasionally refer- 
red to thai, as if these treaties weve 
aly discovered in recent years. Every 
hor. member who discussed the ques- 
tion in this House and who gaveii: any 
attention, knew that these treaties 
must be swept out of the way. ( The 
question was: How could the thing be 
done? Just so long as hon. gentlemen 
opposite pursued their policy no pro- 
gress was made and we felt, Sir, “hat 
we must raise the qaestion befor2 the 
British government and before Brit- 
ish public opinion in a new way. * * 
* * Ajthough Her Majesty’s govern- 
ment had to say to us, that inasmuch 
as they were bound te interpret their 
trealies with foreign countries in a 
liberal anc generous spirit, they could 
not acknowledge our right to give 
them that preference ;—while to that 
extent they differed from us, vet at 
the same moment they said that, they 
took the step that denounced the Bel- 
gian and German treaties. Thus, Sir, 
as the result of the action of ‘the (par- 
liament of Canada there was brought 
about the termination of these treaties 
in a few months, which hon. gentle- 
men opposite had vainly tried to se- 
eure for many years. We had thus _ 
the obstacle removed which hon. gen- 
lemea. opposite had never been able 
to remove, and we entered pon a 
policy of preferential trade. 
Value of Preference. 

Canada has won honor and fame 
from that preferent‘al treaty, but she 
his won dollars and cents as well. In 
our trade relations with the mother 
country, let us go back to 1893. The 
hon. leader of the opposition .said the 
other day that the increase that has 
come since that time is a part of the 
general expansion of trade. Well, we 
had an expansion of trade in the dast

years of the late government; but, 
while the general trade in-

In other words, 
from and after that date, for every 
$3 of duty imposed, upun the products 
of foveign eountries, there shal! be 
only $2 cf duty fevied on the «goods 
coming from our motherland. 

Liberal Tiuriff Policy. 

The poticy of the government in tar- 
iff matters has beea from the begin- 
ning, a policy of moderation, a policy 
of ‘prudence and of caution, Therejare 
those who said that we were undersb- 
make sweeping changes, 
but these were not our friends, The 
policy of the liberal party, as Jaid 
down in the great convention in the 
city of Ottawa, in 1893, was that we 
should initiate a policy of tariff re- 
form whieh would have due jregard to 
ail existing conditions, without do- 
ing injustice to any interest. We have 
adopted that policy, and carried it ont/ 
in the letter and the spirit. Step by’ 
step, desirable changes have 
nade, and in every step we take, 
satssfied that we shal 
no disturbing infiuence and 
injure no industry in Canada, but 
shall meet the reasonable expectations 
of the people of Oanada for a funther 
measure of tariff reform. I desire to 
point out that with a large and over- 
flowing treasury, the people have the 
right to expect a reduction of taxation. 
We propose te give them a reduction, 
and to give it to them on lines which 
Will create the least disturbance and 
encourarze to a larger extent our trade 
with the motherland. Ii we take the 
largest classes of goods imported from 
England, and the highest rate of duty, 
85 per cent. and apply. to that the re- 
duction I now propose of 331-3 per 
cent, or one-third of the total duties, 
the 35 per cent is brought dawn ito 
23 1-3 per cant. ' 

I submit that as things are to-day 
in Canada, that is fair revenue tariff, 
and I do not think that the advocates 
of tariff reduction would ask us ‘to &o 
en that class of articles below theirates 
we have now Samed; and inasmuch as 
tariif stability is very desirable, and 
inasmuch as confidence in business is 
the secret, to a large extent, of

Among the damage done by tks 
spring floods was the carrying away 
of the bridge across the Sturgeon riv- 


er. By rezson of ths size of the stream

Benjamin Hewitt, who resides across 
the civer, sends the Buileiin the fo!- 
iowing letter on the subject: 
“wish to cal! your aitention to the 
crossing of the Sturgeon river. Some 
scoundrel detiberately cut a pole in 
the dam that was erected when che 
new mili was built, and let the whole 
river into a new course. It is now 
impossible to oross it. One of my 
neighbors made the attempt and both 
horses were drowned, ali the mail Jost 
and they had a narrow escare thera- 
selves. I wish you would see ii you 
could possibly gét us a bridgé across. 
Every settler would be willing to help. 
Some of the settiers have to make 4 
journey of 25 miles further than they 
would if the bridge were built. We

of such ‘mportaticns will be necessary, 
as 2 supplement to our own limited 
supply in order to meet the rapidly 
growing demand for horses for our 
estimated yearly average of 100,000 
new settlers, and even then our prices 
will not be reduced te the minimized 
western schedule. We never under- 
stood that our Dominion government 
desired to protect any local ranching 
industry; jn sual, a way that a horse 
north of ‘the boundary ‘line would 
command double the price that a sim- 
ilar one south of it does. The horsa 
has long been more useful than other 
farm necessaries are and if Montana 
stockmen can make money by selling 
them at from $15 to $40 each, why! can- 
not local atockmen meet these prices 
t within a@ few dollars at least.

A LETTER FROM LADYSMITA. 

A letter was recently received by 
Mrs. Hewitt, of New Lunnon, from her 
son, W. Hewiltil, of Ladysmith; tnd, 
through her kindness we are enabled 
to publish the following interesting 
items taken from it. The letter was 
written on March 2nd, two days after 
the city was relieved, The population 
had been on short rations from Novem- 
ber and since January had only horse- 
flesh and biscuits. Mr. Hewitt saw 
little fighting during the siege, save 
a few Skirmishes, but was present, be+ 
fore the city was surrounded, at the 
taking of a big gun from the Boérs. 
The chief occupation of the besieged 
garrison consisted in vigilant watch- 
ing to prevent night attacks. Some 
idea of the hardships undergone by the 
beleaguered forces may be formed 
from Mr. Hewitt’s statement that out 
ofa tatal strength of 270, his regiment 
at one time had only 68 serviceable 
men. Fever and dysentry, occasioned 
and augmented by the strain on the 
nervous arrangements of the men and 
the inconveniences of sleeping out. of 
doors ip all kinds of weather was the 
great enemy of the force. The Boers 
had large guns planted on the hills all 
about the city, and these they used 
anceasing!y, but the amount of dam- 
age done was comparatively trifling. 
Mr. Hewitt did not think that over 
10) were killed by the Boer shells dur- 
ing tha siege. The Boers evidently 
withdrew in no casual manuer, as they 
lett vast quantities of provisions, with 
wagons, ri-les and tents, behind them. 
The writer considered himself lucky in 
having secured a Dutchman's pillow, 
thi? value o! which he appreciated thor- 
oughly after resting his head nightly 
for months on bags, coats or stones, 
whichever happened to be most con- 
venient. He was doubtful if he would 
be able to sleep in a bed when (the 
chance came again. The worst jfea- 
ture of the siege, from the seldier’s 
point of view was the early rising. 
For the first three months of the siege 
th> troops were in the saddles at 2-30 
svery morning. This was changed 
to 3:30 later on, and teward the last 
they were required to turn out early 
only one morning in three. At the 
time of writing the garrison expected 
to be sent to Mooi river io! recuperate, 
ull the men being badly used . up. 
Some of the soldiers on Ceasar’s Hij] 
Mr. Hewitt says, had not had a wash 
or three weeks at a time and with 
torn clothes and unshaven faces look- 
2d more like a gang of tramps than 
soldiers of the Queen. Mr. Hewitt 
concludes by describing one of the 
“Skirmishes” in which he was engag- 
od, saying: “We had a big fight on 
Jan 6th. Such cracking of rifles and 
booming of cannon—J] shall never for- 
get the wound of it. Our Squadron was 
upporting the left flank of the 21st. 
Battery o* field attiflery, which ithe 
Bosrs shelled, for all they were worth 
with three big guns. It was wonder- 
‘ul the way tiiey missed us;their shells 
dropped all around us but only wound- 
«a three men during the day.”

-yenrs. They went north with the 
Klondike rush of 98, and have since re- 
sided at the lake, hunting and pros- 
pecting. They left Resolution on the 
23rd of February with dog teams, ex- 
pecting to get out to civilization be- 
fore the ice went out of the lakes and 
rivers. Spring thaw coming sudden- 
ly and earlier than was expected caus- 
ed them great hardship, and ‘their 
journey was one to be long remempber- 
ed. For nine days, they state »they 
were compelled to walk through two 
feet of bsnow with from a foot tof six- 
teen inches of water underneath. Not- 
withstanding their arduous trip, both 
gentlemen appear in the best of nealth 
and are looking forward fo returning 
if the assays of their mineral samples 
turn out as expecied. Dr. Wade start- 
ed out from Resolution before them 
and is now at White Fish lake, east 
of Fort McMurray. He was attack- 
ed with snow blindness and compelled 
to lay up on the road. Goodman, an- 
other Klondiker from Gredt Slave 
lake, is also on the Way out and is at 
McMurray. Bennett and Dr. Wade's 


Son ate at Resolution yet. Mr. Liver- 
more is a brother of the vell-known 
Livermore Bras., Minstrels, of Liver- 
pool, England.
